ROBBER SHOOTS OFFICER AND GROCERY MAN 
THIS MORNING; HIMSELF FATALLY 
INJURED IN GUN FIGHT. 


By the Associated Press 
MIAMI, June I.—A fter officers had captured three 
alleged sugar thieves at Richer, a mining camp north of 
nere and were bringing them to jail at Miami, J. J. 
Lynch, one of the prisoners, drew a concealed weapon 
and opening fire in the automobile killed officer Vander- 
pool, a Joplin detective and Norris Chandler, head of a 
wholesale grocery company here, at 3:30 o’clock this 
morning. Other officers in a car following in a gun fight 
wounded the trio, captured them and brought them into 
this city. Lynch is believed to be wounded fatally. 
The shooting was the outcome of an extensive sugar 
robbery from a wholesale grocery, a few weeks 
ago. 
Chandler and Vanderpool with Frank 
Byrd, 
United 
States deputy marshall, trailed J. J. Lynch and W. M. 
; Hawkins, of Miami, to Picher last night, and arrested 
(them as they were unloading the sugar. They then ar­ 
rested C. B. Woods, a Picher grocer. 
A fter a hasty 
search Lynch and Hawkins were handcuffed in the back 
seat of Chandler’s car with Vanderpool. 
As the party 
reached Commerce, four miles north of here, Byrd pick­ 
ed up Charles W arner, Commerce police chief, then they 
proceeded. A few yards further Lynch drew an auto­ 
matic, which he had concealed, and opened fire. Vander­ 
pool was shot in the head and body and died a few min­ 
utes after reaching Miami. 
Lynch then shot Chandler 
| two times through the body killing him instantly. Byrd 
and W arner attracted by the shooting drew up along 
side of the car and Lynch opened fire again. In the gun 
fight that followed Lynch was shot three times and is
